To  successfully  grow  Dahlias  they  should  not  be  planted 
before  the  15th  of  April.  Tubers  should  be  planted  in  a slant- 
ing position  \vith  the  eye  or  sprout  about  five  inches  l^elow  the 
surface  and  about  three  feet  apart.  Keep  the  soil  well  worked 
around  the  plants,  apply  a mulch  of  good  manure,  and  give  a 
little  extra  water  as  soon  as  buds  appear.  Adiile  we  use  every 
possible  care  in  selecting-  our  stock,  we  will  not  be  responsible 
otherwise  than  where  the  ])lant  is  not  true  to  label,  and  then  only 
to  the  value  of  the  original  bulb.
